CORRESPONDENCE. 
Boston, Thursday, April 17th, 1845. 

Ahhoukth Spring is somewhat backward, busi- 
ness of all kinds, in and around Boston, is in the 
Tull tide of prosperity ; money is abundant, labor is 
plenty and enterprise every where rewarded, The 
business plethora of 1836, with all its elements of 
disease and decay is becoming endemic. The re- 
verses of 1837 should be lessons of experience to 
all speculators of the present day. We are going 
on too fast; not by well regulated calculation, pon- 
dering and counting the cost and looking not a* 
the value of price but in‘rinstc value. No-—our bu- 
siness operations move hap-hazard by steam pow- 
er. Atlength will come a crash,a mighty crash. 
The gloom of 1837 will pervade the land, and the 
true cause will be, not the errors of national gov- 
ernment, or a Bank or Banks, but the mania of the 
people to acquire this world’s goods too sudden 
and live too fast. 

It is said that the whole number of buildings 
erected in this city the past year was not less than 
two thousand. No part of the city is more flourish- 
ing than East Boston. Ten years since, it was a 
solitary island, now a young city. Real estate has 
advanced within a few months there, twenty-five 
percent. Witha population perhaps of some five 
or siX Thousand, he MNOWINg estAbtichear ese ovo 
now in snecessful operation there, viz: an extensive 
sugar refinery, brass foundry, one iron foundry, 
four ship yards and *wo or three oil factories. It 
has two miles of wharf with suflicient depth of wa- 
ter for vessels of any class. But the real estate 
fever is noteconfined to East Boston. I learn that 
in the vicinity of Fanuei] Hall, land hes recently 
been refused at an offer of about twenty dollars per 
square foot! The rapid increase of population 
here is sending hundreds of our citizens for resi- 
dences in the suburbs of Boston. In many parts of 
Dorchester land is selling from two to five cents 
per foot. The Moreland Cottage at Jamaica Plain, 
with about four acres of land, was sold last week, 
for eleven thousand two hundred and fifty dollars.

Whereas, on the other hand, 
when every duty occupies its appropriate place, 
and is performed according to some welltar- 
ranged system, the mind operates more vigor- 
ously and to better purpose, while there is no 
time wasted on the right succession of duties. 
The men who accomplish much are always 
men of system. You never catch them ina 
maze for not knowing what to do. 

Another thing essential to the accomplish- 
ment of this end, in the saving ef scraps of 
time. Every one, however systematic may be 
his arrangements on this subject, will find him- 
self sometimes with leisure moments, for the 
occupancy of which his plan has made no pro- 
vision. But even these moments” should 
not be suffered to go to waste. They may be 
occupied in profitable reading or conversation, 
or reflection, or perhaps In some amusement 
that is adapted to invigorate the faculties, and 
prepare them for their wonted exercise. Noth- 
ing is more important to an economy of time 
than that the mind should be trained toa 
suitable command of its own powers. This 
will enable it to be active to good purpose in 


circumstances that would seem most unlavora- 


ble to its activity. It has been said in respect 
to money matters, that if we save the pennies, 
the pounds will take care of themselves; and 
30 it may be said of time—if we save the mo- 
ments, we neec not fear for the hours and the 
days.

LETTER FROM BOSTON. 
Bostrox, Thursday Eve, May Ist, 1545. 

In regard to our national difficulties with Mexico, 
all is yet uncertain as tothe result. In addition to 
the naval force ordered to Mexico, a contract Is 
about to be offered for steamstips to be armed and 
employed in the same service. ‘The Brazilian, 
Texan, Mexican and Oregon difficultics coming all 
at once upon Mr. Polk’s administration, will try its 
nerve, but I neither doubt nor fear the result. Our 
excellent President will be sustained in ail bis ef- 
forts to maintain the Lonor and dignity of the 
American flag. While matters are looking some- 
what warlike abroad, our country continues to be, 
thank Heaven, in a high state of prosperity. 

Speculations are extensive here, and with shrewd 
men often turned to good account. But the pre- 
vailing monomania in the stock-jobbing market is the 
buying and selling real estate and railroad shares. 
Our Western Railroad siock has receded to par or 
nearly so, in consequence of a want of harmonious 
operation with the Worcester Railroad. ‘The great 
Railroad from Boston to Albany, you are aware, 
takes the name of Worcester Raijroad trom Boston 
to Worcester, and the Western Railroad from the 
latter place to Albany—being of course two distinct 
corporations, although connected by iron bands. 
There is at the present moment a warfare between 
them. Indeed Railroad stock over the United States 
is very fluctuating in price. Im many parts, the 
banks are sufficiently extended and specie is grow- 
ing daily less plenty. 

A new Railroad from Albany to New York is 
seriously contemplated, probably in view of the re- 
cent calamitous results of steamboat racing’on the 
North River, which has come up to the point of 
driving a steamer seventy-eight miles in less than 
four hours, in a dark and stormy night with tide 
and wind both against the boat. 

The Eastern Railroad Depot is now setiled to 
come into Haymarket Square, near the head of 
Union Street in this city. We are told here by the 
newspapers, that your Old Colony Rzilroad is near- 
ly graded but most of the bridging and piling re- 
mains to be done. By the act of the last session 
incorporating the Bridgewater and Braintree Rail- 
road the Old Colony Company have the right to 
build the same if they choose before the first of 
May and the route has doubtless been viewed before 
this time. We expect to visit you at Quincy by 
railroad transportation in August next. Bes 

As yetthe English beat us in Railroad speed. 
This may be owing to a wide track and the running | 
of locomotives of driving wheels, large in diameter. | 
The distance from London to Exeter, one hundred 
and ninety-six miles, is performed by them in five 
hours, or nearly forty miles per hour. Albany is 
about the same distance from Boston—we take 
twelve hours here to do that which five suffices to 
do in England. But the Yorkers will soon come 
up with this transatlantic skill in speed. ‘They are | 
improving their engines even now on the Wortes- 
ter tract and the Old Colony Railroad is to have a 
superior locomotive, equal to any in the United 
States, so that it is not unlikely the cars will run 
from Boston to Plymouth in one hour. One thing 
is certain, that as our Railroads increase, the fares 
will decrease. Two cents per mile as now exists | 
onthe Harlem Railroad of twenty-six miles and 
also on cvr Charlestown Brauch, will, Lhope, be the 
Standard price of travel. 

Bank stocks are in favor from their good divi- | 
dends and prospects.

In some very difficult and trying exi- 
gencies, I have had recourse to it, when in my in- 
structions, ] could find no direcijon, and in every 
Instance, | believe, my decisions have been con- 
firmed by the Supreme Couris and Government at 
home.” The letter from which the above is an ex- 
tract, is devoted to a consideration of the origin, 
objects and evils of our consular system. It recom- 
mends similar reforms to those proposed in Mr. 
Semple’s bill, reported at the last Session of Con- 
gress, and furnishes circumstances and: facts in the 
experience of a Consul that go farto sustain the re- 
form proposed. The leading features of which are 
that Consuls should be citizens of the United States 
and like al! other officers under the general govern- 
ment, receive a salary instend of fees, which in 
most instances, scarcely zmount to enough io pay 
the office rent of a consul. ‘The letter was publish- 
ed ina late number of the Merchants’ Magazine, as 
an article. Mr. Lester is well known as the author 
of the “Glory and Shame of England,” “ Condi- 
tion and Fate of England,” ete.

The smallest deposite will be one dollar, and 
five dollars, the lowest sum which will be put on 
interest, and no fractional part of a doilar will be 
received, The Treasurer wil! £ive to exc h depositor 
a book contaiuing an account of his deposite, which 
will be the: evidence of bis property in the Bank, 
when money is withdrawn, this book must be pre- 
sented to the Treasurer by the owner of it, or if 
presented by any other person, a written order will 
be required. Payments will be made in current 
bank notes or specie, the Treasurer receiving only 
in deposite. Each depositor shall signify his assent 
to the By-Lrws by siguing the same. 

Dividends of two aud a half per cent, if the profits 
will permit it, will be declared et the semi-annual 
meetings of the Trustees in Apiil aud October, 
(payable on the day following,) on all sums of and 
ubove five dollars, which shall lave been deposited 
six months, and a proportional rate on such sums 
as shall have been deposited three months next be- 
fore said dates; and for no other portion of time. 

If the profits exceed five per cent, such excess

Briesler Pray testified that he went to the same 
school; the muster called Bartlett out for laughit 
in the aiternoon, While he was gone for his cow- 
hide, Bartlett ran out. The next day, when Bart- 
lett came, the doors were locked and he was called 
out; was ordered to take off his jacket. He said 
he wonldn’t. Master told him to stand down from 
the platiorm.

After the whipping, at recess, Bartlett ran away. 
W itness Was some distance {rom the master. Bart- 
lett “few round’ while the master flogved him.

5. Securities and Transfers. 

All notes shall be made payable to the Quiney 
Savings Bank, and all transfers of stocks and se~ | 
curities shall bé made in the name aforesaid ; and | 
it shall be the duty of the Board of Investment 
from time to time, at least once in three months, 
to examine the securities, to see that they are cor- 
rect, aud that no errors heve occurred in making 
the transfers; and no transfer shall be made but 
by an order of the Board of Investment, signed by 
the President and countersigned by the Secretary, | 

6. Duties of the Treasurer. 

Whenever the money received by the Treasurer 
shail amount to the sum of fifty dollars the same 
shall be deposited in the Quincy Stone Bank to the 
credit of the Quincy Savings Bank. The Treasu- 
rer shall keep all the securities and other eviden- 
ces of property belopging to the Institution, in a 
trunk appropriated solely to this purpose, and 
deposit the same in the Quincy Stone Bank, and 
shall lay before the Trustees or Board of Iivest- 
ment when required, a correct Hst of all such 
securities held by bim as Treasurer. 

The Treasurer may discharge mortgages when 
paid, and by an order of the Board of Investment, 
signed by the President and countersigned by the 
Secretary, may sell and convey apy real or personal 
estate of ihe Institution. 

It shall also be the duty of the Treasurer to give 
potsce im writing to each Trustee of his turn of 
attendance at the office at least one day previous 
tbereto, and in case of his non-attendance, the 
‘Treasurer shall notify seme other Trustee that his 
attendance is required at the office, and when 
thus.called upon, such Trustee shall be under the 
same obligation to attend as if the duty had been 
otherwise allotted to him ; provided, however, that 
no Trustee shall be obliged to give his attendance 
on more than one day until all the other Trustees 
on the list, who are in town, shall have completed 
a similar term of attendance. 


Rules and Regwations of the Board of Investment. 


Ist. The members of the Board shall meet regu- 
larly at the office of the Treasurer, on the Tuesday 
next succeeding the last Saturday in every month, 
(except in January, April, July and October, when 
they shall meet on the first Tuesday) and as much 
oftener as the Treasurer or any two members may 
require. In the absence of the President, the senior 
member present shall preside. 

2d. Not less than three members shall constitute 
a quorum for doing business, and the consent of 
each member present shall be necessary in all cases 
of appropriating money. Whenever a quorum is 
not present the Treasurer shall adjourn -the meet- 
ing, and give notice of the same to the absent 
members. 


3d. In addition to the duty required of the Sec- | 


retary, by the by-laws of the Trustees, he shall 
keep a regular journal of the doings of the Board, 
tegether with the names of the members present 
ateach meeting. 

4th. All applications for loans shall be made to 
the Treasurer, and be by him laid before the Bgard

LAWS OF THE COMMONWEALTH. | 
SOMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
Revised Statutes, Chapter 36, Sections 71 -— &4. 


Src. 71. All savings banks or institutions for 
savings, that have been, or shall hereafter be, incor- 
porated under the authority of this Commonwealth, 
may exercise the powers and shall be governed by 
the rules, and be subject to the duties, liabilities and 
other provisions, contained in the following sections 
of this chapter, so far as the same shall he consist- 
ent with the provisions of the respective charters», 
that have been or shull be granted to such institu- , 
tions. 

Sec. 72. The officers of every such corporation 
shall consist of a president, treasurer, and such 
number of trustees or managers, as the corporation 


/shall agree upon, together with such otber officers, 


as may be found necessary for the ordinary man- 
agement of its affairs. 

Sec. 73. All the officers shall be duly sworn to) 
the faithful discharge of their respective duties, 
and Shall bold their several offices, until others are 
chosen and qualified in their stead; and the treas- 


lurer shall further give bond, to the satisfaction of 


the managers or trustees, for the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office. 

Sec. 74. The officers aforesaid, except the treas- 
urer, shall be chosen at the annual meetings of 
such corporations, to be held at such time as the 
by-laws thereof may direct ; the treasurer shall be 
appointed by the managers or trustees, and shall 
hold his office during their pleasure ; and if any 
office becomes vacant during the year, the mana- 
gers or trustees may appointa person to fill the 
same, until it shall be regularly filled at the next 
annual meeting. 

Sec. 75. In addition to the annual meetings of 
such corporations, special meetings thereof may be 
held at any time, by order of the trustees or man- 
agers thereof; and the treasurer shal! also notify a 
special meeting, upon the requisition in writing of 
any ten members of the corporation ; and notice 
of all meetings shall be given by public advertise- 
ment in some newspaper of the county, where the 
corporation is established, or, if there be no such 
nerwepeper, then iu SOMe newspaper of the city of 
Boston. 

Sec. 76. Every snch corporation may, at any 
legal meeting, elect by ballot any citizen of this 
Cominonwealth to be a member thereof; and any 
member may cease to be a member of such corpo- 
ration, at any annual meeting, by filing a written 
notice of his intention so to do, with the treasurer 
of the corporation, three months at least before 
such meeting ; and no person shall continue to be 
a member, after removing out of the state. 

Sec. 77. Every such corporation may receive on 
deposite, for the use and benefit of the depositors, 
all sums of money offered for that purpose; provi- 
ded, that it shall not hold, at the same time, more 
than one thousand dollars of any one depositor, 
other than a religious or charitable corporation. 

Sec. 78. All such sums may be invested in the 
stock of any bank, incorporated under the authori- 
ty of this Commonwealth, or of the United States, 
or may be louned on interest to any such bank, or 
may be loaned on bonds or notes, with collateral 
security of the stock of any of the said banks, at not 
more than ninety per cent of its par value ; or 
they may be invested in the public funds of this 
Commonwealth, or of the United States, or loaned 
on a pledge of any of the said funds; or invested 
in loans to any county, or town in this State, or in 
mortgages of real estate ; provided, that the whole 
amount of stock, held by the institution at one time 
in any one bank, both by way of investment and as 
security for loans, shall not exceed one half of the 
capital stock of such bank, and that not more than | 
three quarters of the whole sum, deposited in the | 
institution, shall be at any one time invested in) 
mortgages of real estate. 

Sec. 79. If the moneys, held by any such corpor- 
ation, cannot be conveniently invested in any or all | 
| of the modes hereiu before prescribed, then it shall 
| be lawful to loan, not exceeding one half part of 
|the amount thereof, on bonds or other personal 
| securities, with at deast two sureties ; provided, 
| that the principal and. sureties shall all be citizens 
| of this Commonwealth, and resident therein. 

Sec. 80. No officer or committee of such corpo- | 
ration, charged with the duty of investing the de- 
| posites, shall borrow any portion thereof, or use 
the same, except in payment of the expenses of the 
corporation. - | 

Sec. 81. The income or profit of all deposites 
shall be civided among the depositors, or their le- 
gal representatives, in just proportion, with a 
deduction of all reasonable expenses incurred in 
the management thereof; and the principal depos- 
ites may be withdrawn, at such time or in such | 
manner, as the corporation shall in its by-laws di-| 
rect. 


Sec. 82. The treasurer of every such corpora- | 
tion shall, as often as once in every year, make | 
return of the state thereof, as it was at two o’clock | 
in the afternoon of the last Saturday of some pre- 
ceding month, to be prescribed by the Governor;

AN ACT CONCERNING SAVINGS BANKS. 
Laus of Massachusetts, 1841, Chap. 44 

All Savings Banks, and Institutions for 5% vings, 
may muke loans upon bonds or notes, with the 
pledge ofthe stock of any Rail Road Company in- 
corporated under the authority of this Common- 
wealth, the whole amount of whose capital is actu- 
ally paid in, such loan not to exceed eighty-five 
per centum of the par value of such stock ; provi- 
ded, that po such Joan shall be made upon the stock 
of any company whose road of franchise is subject 
to any mortgage or pledge; and provided further, 
that no lean shall be made on any rail road stocks, 
which stocks shall not, at the time said loan is 
made, command at least their par value in the 
market; and no such bank or institution shall so 
loan more than fifty per cent. of the amount of tbeir 
deposits.
